Tlio  Milxvimkce  and  Ht.  Panl  Hailn>a.l  Compa- 
ny propot^oH  to  lake  ioMie  with  the  Blate  of  Wi«- 
coiiPiii  on  the  Kailroiwi  law  pa«eod  at  (he  recent 
ppseionof  thologislatme.  which (lewgnaten  the 
lalen  at  which  freight  ami  poBBCugerH  Hhall  be 
traunportedover  the  railroadB  of  the  state.  The 
company  hw  iBHued  new  tariffH,    which   went 
into  effect  April  27th.  two  days  before  those  of 
the  state  were  operative,  thus  entirely  ignoring 
those  provided  by  law.     A  case  will  probably  be 
made  against  the  company    for    violating    the 
law,  ftuU  It  will   be    curied   to   the   Supreiuo 
C'oiut.     If  decide*!  against  them  they  will  cease 
doing  business,  and  a  bill  wiil  be  intro<lucod  to 
declai'e  tU©  charter  of  the  compauy  forfeited, 
the  duties  of  common  carriers  not  having  been 
performed,  and  for  conspiring  to  defy  the  law 
of  the  Htate.     It  is  said  that  the  comi-'any   will 
iseuo  a  pronunciamouto  declaring  t  heir  inabihty 
to  run  at  the  new  rates.     A  deputation  will  be 
nent  to  Madisou.  cither  to  have   a  Hi>rcial   bos- 
sion  of  the  legislature  called,  or  a  pledge  given

The  New  Finance  Bill. 
Tlie    following    id   a    synopsis    of  the    new 
fiaance  bill  introduced  in  the  House.     It  rep- 
resents tho  eBseutial  features  of  the  compro- 
mise proposed  by  eastern  men  : 

•'Section  1  repeals  all  the  acts  Uniitiug  the 
amoiuit  of  bank  circulation.    Section  2  provides 
for  issuing  circulation  to  all  banks   which  may 
be  duly  organized  under  the  existing  laws,  who 
f uriiiah  the  required  securities.     Section  3  pro- 
vides that  art  faet  as  the  circulation  is  issued  to 
the  banks,  50  per  cent,  of  the  amount   shall  be 
retftffft'iu  -preenbackr*    until    !he  amount  of 
greenbacks  shall  be  reduced  to  ijaoO.OOO.WH). 
Section  i  authorizes  the  issue  of  .•f-100,(){)0,()00 
of  Uaitod  Statps  bonds,    at    5  per  cent.,   for 
twenty  years,  or  ih/  per  ceat.  for  thirty  years, 
to  bo  used  exclusively  for  retiring  greenbacks, 
antk  jJEOvides  that  every  holder  of  greenbacks 
may  exchange  the  same  for  such  bonds,   and 
all  groenhacks  thun  exchanged  to  be   canceled. 
Section  5  provides  that  after  July  1.  1875,    the 
government  shall  pay  all   United  States  notes 
in  coin,  on  presentation,  and  that   one-half  of 
all  custom  duties  may  bo  paid  in  United  "^tatcs 
notes*    Section  6  forbids  the  payment  of  inter- 
e-*i  by  national  banks  to  other  national   banks 
^'&ftbfn»itR  exce|>t  l5nr  tanks  acting  u,-*  redeem- 
UlwicWi.tfv(or  (itji^r  banjis,"  and  then   only  to 
t^  ^CHii^t  Uiat  the  law  authorizeH   them  to 
keep  an  their  reserve  in  the  hands  of  such  re- 
deeming ,agon.ts.  ■' 

Little  Rool(. 

Latest  disj'atches    from  Little  Rock  report 
that  fighting  has  commenced.    The  number  of 
men  in  aims  in  the  city  is  said  to  be  from  ."l.OOfl 
to  1,000.     The  rej'orts  say  that  Baxter  had  just 
finished  addressing  the  insurgents  when  tiring 
was  coihmenced  by    his    adherents  upon  Col. 
Rose's  pot'itiou.     A  compauy  of  regulars  sta- 
tioned at  the  hall  in  the  next  block,  at    once 
dashed  out,  dragged  a  hook  and  ladder  carriage, 
removed  the  wheels,  and  in  an    instant    had 
formed  a  l«arricade.     Some  40  or  50  ^hots  were 
fired  from  the  iusurgtuls,  and  several  innocent 
and  inoffensive  people  wore  f-hot  and  immedi- 
ately removed.     In    all  200  shots  were   tired. 
The  number  of  casualties  is  not  yet  ancertaincd. 
Blfobts  from   Little  Kock  state  that  the 
cribie  had  passed.     A   truce  had  been  agreed 
iipon,  and  the  forces  were  disbanding,     fiov. 
Baxter  has  proclaimed  an  extra  session  of  the 
legislature  for  Monday,  May  11.     Tliis  course 
has   been   taken  after  consultation   with  the 
.authorities  at  AVaehiugt-on.   and  after  the  re- 
ceipt of  tho  following  dispatch  from  the  Pres- 
ident :'

•  Piypatche-*  of  the  21lh  of  April  from  Little 
Rock  are.  in  substance,  as  follows  :  Baxter 
eems  to  be  dcnirouB  of  a  ix;aceable  settlement 
of  the  dilfic^Uty  by  referring  it  to  tho  legislative 
j-epreeeutativcs  of  the  jicople.  and  has  called 
an  extra  hes!?ion  of  the  legislatiuc  for  that  pur- 
pose. Brookt^  holds  that  Baxter  has  no  jwwer 
to  call  the  legislature  together,  and  was  en- 
gaged in  erecting  baiTicades  and  i>ow««rful  mag- 
azines in  the  rear  of  the  state  house.  Some  of 
his  troopii  have  gone  homo.  (rov.  U.axtor  has 
stopped  bcnihug  his  men  home.  Both  forces 
as  to  numbers,  are  (uetty  ecjually  dividetl. 
Baxter's  are  now  nearly  all  while  men,  and 
Brooks"  mostly  colored,  tlov.

Crimes  and  Accidents.

Probably  no  state  paper  since  the 
emancipation  proclamation  of  Presi- 
dent Lincoln  has  occupied  the  attention 
of  the  people  so  absorbingly  as  the 
President's  veto  of  the  currency  bill. 
The  following  extracts  will  show  how  it 
is  received  in  different  localities  and  l»y 
different  parties  : 

In  New  York  city  the  sttx-k  and  gold  markels 
were  very  much  depressed.  It  was  generally 
believed  amon^  o|)eratorB  that  the  signing  of 
the  currency  bill  would  result  in  contrai-lion, 
and  depreBsion  in  prices  would  follow  on  tho 
heels  of  such  event. 

All  the  great  lawyers  and  fluauciere  of  New 
York  are  i-ejoicing  over  the  veto  of  the  bill, 
and  believe  that  its  effect  will  be,  iu  every  re- 
spect, salutary. 

A  dispatch  from  Springfield,  III.,  savs,  "The 
State  Journal  will  oppose  the  veto  and  sustain 
Logan  and  Oglesby,  and  that  the  repubhcan 
managers  will  take  that  course,  and  all  the 
state  ofhcors  hkewise.  Grant  is  without  poht-

These  parishes  are  Point  Coupee  East 
Baton    Rouge,    West    Baton    Rouge, 
Iljerville,    Ascension,  Assumption,   L.a 
Fourche,     St.    James,     St.    John    the 
Baptist,      St.      Charles,      Terrebonne 
and     Plaquemine.     The      overflow    in 
these    parishes    covers  nearly    2,500,- 
000  acres,  tilled  and  untilled,  including 
a  production    of  80,000  hogsheads  of 
sugar,  besides  a  large  product  of  rice, 
and  crops  of  small  farmers,   of  whom 
there  are  many  hundreds  who  have  lost 
their    stock,   and  pretty  much  eyery- 
tbiiig  else  they  possess.

At  Pompeii  I  noticed  over  tho   shop- 
doors  signs  in  large  ornamental  letters, 
painted  on  the  walls,  naming  tho   bus- 
iness carried  on.     Stone  liitchmg-posts 
for  horses  were  in  front  of  many  of 
them.     On  some  of  the  most  fretiuent 
streets,  the  hard  tiavistinc  rock   iiave- 
ments  were  deeply  worn  into   ruts  by 
the  cart-wheel,  and  the   sidewalks  also 
were  much  worn  l>y  the  trcud  of  human 
feet.     The  stairways  of  public  buildings 
cxliibitcd    the  same  effect  of  friction. 
Elcctionocriiig  iidvtrtisomciits  were  fre- 
quently met  with  on  llio  Avails  of  houses, 
painted   iu  rotl  lettcvB,    calling  on   the 
citizens  to  vote  for  this  or   that  person 
for  some   office,— generally  aldorinan, 
justices,  sheriff,  or  treasurer,— perhaps 
because   they  paid  best,    although   no 
salaries    were    attached    to     the    first 
named.     One  inscription    runs:  "The 
Scribe  Issus  retiucsts  you   to   support 
M.  C.  Vatia  as  .Edile.     He  is   worthy 
and    well   tiualified."     Another    trans- 
lated,   reads  :   Pliillipus    beseeches  of 
you  to  create  M.  Halconius  a  Decemvir 
of  Justice,"— Police  magistrate,   such 
as  "  Chief  Justice  Banyon  "  used  to  be. 
Many  of  the  recommeudatitins   proceed 
from    trade-guilds,    or    unions,    which 
seem  to  have  been  numerous  in   Pom- 
peii.    Some  of  the  inscriptions  on  the 
walls  were  lampoons  of  rival  candidates, 
with  caricatures  of  their  faces  or  any 
personiil  peculiaritv.     In  the  vestibule 
of  the  High   School   tho   following  in- 
scription is    .scratched  on  the    smooth 
stucco  of  the  yellow  wall:  '' (Mions /lic 
locuH    noil    (xf  ;    disrtdr     movator" — 
"This  is  noplace  for  idlers:  let  them 
begone,"  or  something  to  that  effect. 
Another  inscription  is  still  sharper  :  it 
reads:  "  .1»^  rf/we,  aut    disccdr,   aut 
mcrnct  nuo  ttrtia  ctedi  , "  which,  freely 
translated,  signifies  as  follows  :  "  Study, 
or  leave,    or  take  a  confounded  good 
licking.  ■'    Both  inscriptions  are  e^ddent- 
ly  the  work  of  schoolboys.     Love   sen- 
timents and  ditties  are  scratched  on  the 
walls.     One  of  them  reads,    in  transla- 
tion,   "Methc,  the    slave  of  Corninia, 
lt»ver,  Chrestus  with  all  her  heart.     May 
the  Ptunpoiian  Venus  ( the  tutleary  god- 
dess of  the  eitv)  be  propitious  to   both, 
and  may  they  be  happy  together!"     It 
was  prtjbably  a  lampoon.— 7r>x.

Joseph  Bergman,  of  Lansingburgh, 
has  just  completed  an  automatic  won- 
der, at  his  residence  in  that  village,  on 
whicli  he  has  labored  constantly  for  the 
past  three  yeai-s.  Berghmann  has  al- 
ready refused  820,000  for  the  toy,  which 
is  thus  described  in  the  Troy  Times  : 

It  is  intended  to  represent  in  a  meas- 
ure the  business  portion  of  a  small 
village.  There  are  a  series  of  houses 
or  compartments,  each  devoted  to  some 
special  branch  of  industry,  and  the 
wholt!  surmounted  by  a  tower,  on  which 
there  is  a  town  clock  and  a  chime  of 
bells.  Commencing  at  the  left  hand 
side  of  the  machine  is  a  lager  beer  gar- 
den, with  figures  sitting  round  a  table 
drmking.  At  intervals  they  raise  the 
mugs  to  their  lips,  and  a  man  stands 
beside  a  beer-keg  drawing  the  lager. 
To  the  right  is  a  shepherd  tending  his 
flock.  Beside  him  sits  a  maiden,  at 
whom  he  occasionally  "makes  eyes;" 
and  he  also  performs  on  a  flageolet  in 
his  hand.  The  saw-mill  is  &  facsimile 
of  such  an  institution.  The  log  is  in 
its  place,  and  slides  along  to  meet  the 
teeth  of  tlie  saw,  which  is  working  up 
and  down,  cutting  it  in  two.  The  at- 
tendants are  all  busy  in  their  several 
missions.  A  carpenter  walks  up  and 
down  a  ladder  while  at  his  work.  The 
scissors-grinder  is  engaged  at  his  voca- 
tion. An  artist  looks  out  of  the  window 
of  his  house  and  offers  a  pinch  of  snuff 
to  the  miller's  boy,  while  the  old  miller 
sits  on  a  balcony  reading  books  and  pa- 
pers which  an  attendant  from  time  to 
time  brings  out  to  him.  A  woman  in 
one  house  hands  a  man  a  fiddle,  on 
which  he  is  expected  to  play.  Another 
woman  watches  for  her  lover,  but  is 
watched  in  turn  by  a  jealous  villager. 
The  blacksmith  shop  is  in  full  operation, 
the  man  at  the  forge  blows  the  bellows, 
and  the  sparks  fly  as  natural  as  life. 
One  man  is  engaged  in  shoeing  a  horse, 
and  another  welds  on  the  anvil.  One 
man  is  cutting  wood  ;  a  girl  is  watering 
plants,  which  gradually  grow,  bud  and 
bloom.  Other  figures  are  actively  en- 
gaged, but  they  are  too  numerous  to 
mention,  there  being  over  fifty  in  all. 
There  are  two  foimtains,  a  music-box, 
bells,  all  of  which  operate  naturally. 
The  whole  forms  a  most  wonderful  com- 
bination of  machinery,  and  is  operated 
by  means  of  weights.  When  wound  up 
it  will  run  three  nours.

FARM  AND  HOISEHOLD. 

J.lvi'  the  PiHilirv  I'leiily  of  ExcrHsr. 

Until  the  garden  is  planted,  fowls 
should  have  full  liberty  to  range  there- 
in. Ill  the  spring,  especially,  they  are 
iiulofatigaliU-  hunters  of  insects,  and 
their  natural  instinct  should  not  be 
curbed  in  this  lUrection,  whenever  they 
will  not  do  iwsitiveinjuiy  to  the  plants, 
.ami  thin  is  only  for  about  three  months 
alter  the  Kftiden  is  planted.  For  this 
reason,  the  garden  ought  always  to  be 
fenced,  so  that  fowls  may  have  the 
ran^^e  of  tl^e  farm. 

In  aubuiban'aud  other  small  places, 
they  must,  we  suppose,  perforce,  be 
kept  up  when  there  is  danger  of  their 
depredating  upon  neighboring  places ; 
but,  even  in  such  cases  they  may  bo  let 
out  an  hour  or  two  before  bund<jwn,  the 
time  tlien  b»  ing  so  sliort  before  roost- 
ing time  that  they  will  neither  wander 
far  orscratelitouny  cousidemble extent. 

Advautaf^e  should  be  taken  of  the 
tirst  waira  weather  to  thoroughly  clean 
the  poultry  house,  and  the  wash  for 
such  jjortions  ad  are  whitewashed 
bliould  have  a  portion  of  carbolic  acid 
mixed  in  it,  since  it  not  only  kills  ver- 
min, but  jil'jo  tends  to  prevent  their 
gathering.

For  this  apartment,  says  an  Eastern 
journal,  the  sunniest  room  in  the  house 
should  be  selected.  There  is  life  and 
healing  in  the  solar  ray,  oven  if  its 
light,  which  is  only  a  part  of  the  ray,  is 
quite  excluded.  Wo  all  feel  directly, 
on  entering  a  room  on  which  the  sun- 
light never  directly  falls,  a  chill  and  an 
absence  of  something  essential  to  cheer 
and  brightness.  Observation  shows 
that  in  hospitals  more  patients  die  in 
the  shady  than  in  the  sunny  wards,  and 
in  cities  disease  is  more  fatal  on  the 
shady  side  of  the  street  than  on  its  op- 
posite. . 

Next  in  importance  to  sunshine  m  tlie 
sick  room  is  ventilation.  If  well  people 
need  fresli  air,  much  more  do  they  that 
are  sick.  A  free  circulation  of  air  must 
be  provided  without  endangering  at  all  j 
the  safety  of  the  patient.  In  cool  weath- 
er an  open  stove  (if  possible  a  soapstone 
stove),  with  a  wood  tire,  is  perhaps  as 
effective  and  pleasant  a  method  as  any 
other  of  securing  this. 

The  aspect  of  the  room  should  be  in- 
viting and  pleasiint.     If   the   walls   are 
naked,    bring  the   pictures   from   that 
shut-up  room,  the  parlor,  or  the  guest- 
chamber,  and  hang    them    where    the 
patient  can  enjoy  them.     Set  a  rose   or 
geranium    in    the   window.     If   plants 
were  unhealthy,  the  air  of  green-houses 
would  be  different  from  the  outer  air, 
which  is  not  the  case.     For  the  sake  of 
the  nurse,  we  would  have  the  sick  room 
on  the  first  floor,  to  save  the  inconven- 
ience and  fatigue  of  continual  running 
up  and  down  stairs ;  for  the  sake  of  the 
patient,  wo  would  have  it  on  the  second 
floor,  which  is  usually  more   quiet  and 
more  thoroughly  warmed  than  the  first. 
If  it  is  on  the  second    floor,    let  every 
convenience  be  provided  that  can   save 
steps— a  broom,  adustpan, poker,  tongs, 
by  all  means  an  earth-closet,  and  every- 
thing else  that  will  be  likely  to  come 
into  frequent  requisition — so  that  every- 
thing  necessary  to  be  done  can  bo  at- 
tended to  with  the  utmost    facility.     It 
is  the   want   of   little   conveniences   at 
hand  that    render  nursing  in  private 
families  so  fatiguing. 

The  utmost  tidiness  and  cleanliness 
slujuld  be  secured  in  the  sick-room. 
The  senses  of  tlie  patient,  rendered 
acute  by  disease,  makes  disorder  and 
dirt  ten'fold  more  trying  than  they  are 
in  health.  Every  soiled  dish  or  cloth 
should  be  at  once  removed  from  the 
ro<mi,  and  no  accumulations  of  anything 
disagreeable  permitted.  We  heard  a 
young  gentleman  of  reftnement  and  cul- 
ture say  once  that  he  should  have  mar- 
ried such  a  young  lady  if  her  brother's 
sick-room,  in  which  she  was  nurse,  had 
not  been  so  untidy.  Not,  however, 
from  interested  motives  should  the 
nurse  abhor  untidiness,  but  because  it 
is  in  itself  abhorrent.  "Cleanliness  is 
next  to  godliness." 

AVell-aired  bedding  is  essential  to  the 
comfort  of  the  patient.  This  can  be  se- 
cured with  a  little -management.  The 
patient  may  be  removed  to  any  easy 
chair  or  a  lounge,  and  the  bedding  be 
thoroughly  shaken  out  of  doors,  if  the 
weather  is  fair,  or  in  a  room 
with  the  windows  opened,  if  the 
weather  is  foul  ;  then  warmed  by  the 
tire  and  put  upon  the  bed.  None  but 
the  sick  are  fully  alive  to  the  blessed- 
ness of  clean  sheets.  How  much  of 
disease  is  only  the  choking  in  one  form 
or  another  of'the  natural  outlets  of  the 

body !  ... 

c  The  comfort  of  the  patient  in  many 
ases  is  greatly  increased  by  bathing. 
A  cloth  wrung  from  tepid  saleratus  tir 
soda-water  may  be  passed  over  the 
body  under  the' bed-clothes,  and,  if  fol- 
lowed by  a  dry  towel,  there  is  little  dan- 
ger that  the  patient  will  take  cold. 

If  there  must  be  light  in  the  room  all  ^ 
night,  by  all  means  use  tapers.     A  box  i 
of    these,    costing  ten    cents,   can   be  | 
bought    at   the  apothecary's,    ami  will  , 
last    a  good  many  weeks.     Each    box  | 
1  contains  a  tiny  socket  or  circle  of   tin, 
with  three  sliari)  points,  each  holding  a 
Vnt  of  cork  ;  into  this  socket  sets   a  but- 
ton-mold a  quarter  of  an  inch  in   diam- 
eter, with  a  hole  in  the  middle,  in  which 
is  inserted  a  bit  of  waxed  wiekinf,'.     The 
Avliole  affair,  not  larger  in  circumference 
than  a  walnut,  floats  on  the  Biuface  of 
a  cup  or  tumbler   full  of  lard   oil.     It 
gives  a  very  soft  and  pleasant  light,  and 
is  perfectly  safe.     Kerosene  lamps  can- 
not be  turned  down  without  tilling   the 
room    with    unconsumed    products  of 
combustion,  which  are   very  unwhole- 
some; caudles  and  oil  lamps  are  apt  to 
smoke.     The  taper  is  economical,  pleas- 
ant, and  safe.     We  have  been  thus  cir- 
cumstantial   in    describing   this    little 
contrivance,  so  that  those  at  a   distance 
from  drug  stores  can  make  it  for    them- 
selves.    In  the  nursery  it  is  invaluable. 
An  outlay  of  33  cents  will  keep  a   light 
in  the  sick  room  for  months. 

The  nurse  shall  be  '*  vigilant,  prompt, 
firm,  obedient,  self-iwssessed,  her  pres- 
ence a  balm,  her  step  8«ift,  hor  eye  like 
a  May  morning,  her  voice  a  luliaby." 
With  these  qualifications,  and  in  a  room 
that  we  have  suggested,  it  would  be  al- 
most a  pleasure  to  be  comfortably  sick. 


Yon  all  know  how  near  and  dear  a 
thing  one's   self   is.     The   moment  we 
step  away  from  our  own  consciousness 
we  lose  our  mental  grasp  upon  the  phe- 
nomenon of  right  or  wrong.     We  can 
look  upon  suffering  man  sick  or  wounded 
with  comparative    peace,   because  our 
knowledge  will  not  travel  away  from 
our  own  consciousness.     We  may  sajr, 
"Potjr  man,  poor  child,  we  pity   thee, 
but  we  are  so  cut  off  from  his  pain  that 
an  infinite  gulf  lies  between  our  feelings 
and  the  sufferer's  agony.     But  let  that 
pain,  that  sickness,  that  dying  come  to 
self,  and  how  quickly  the  heart  meas- 
nres  all  the  depths  of  the  new   sorrow  ! 
Oh,  what  a  teacher  is  one's  breast!  .It 
is  iiow  reported  that  one  of  the  victims 
of  the  ('Uban  nuLssacre  oflered   S1,<H)0,- 
000  if  the  saviiges  would  spare  him  liis 
life.     The  death  (if  others,  the  common 
calamities  of   life   had   not   filled   with 
tremor  that  heart  naturally  brave  ;   the 
grief  of  death  at  large  had  been,    as   it 
were,  spoken  in  a  foreign  language  not 
to  be  understood  by  him,  but  now  the 
grim  monster  was  coming  up  against 
self,  it  was  his  heart    that    was    to    be 
pierced  with  balls,  not  yours,  nor  mine, 
but  his  own,  bound  to  earth,  to  friends, 
to  countrv,  to  home  and  its  loved  ones; 
his  was  to  pour  out  its  blood  and  sink 
into  the  awful  mystery    of  the    grave 
This  was    the    vivid    measurement    of 
things  that  made  the  hero  try  to  buv 
sunshine  and  home  and  sweet  life  with 
gold.     When  it  comes  to  any   adequate 
measurement  of  life's  ills  or  joys,   the 
only  line  which  man  can  lay  down  upon 
the  unknown  is  the  consciousness  with- 
in, the  verdict  of  the  inner  self.— Pro- 
fesHor  Swing. 

A  Warning  to  Artists. 

There  was  one  incident  in  the  life   of 
Kaidbach,    which  the  various   biogra- 
phies published  in  the  papers  do  not 
allude   to,    though  it   conveys  a  moral 
which  perhaps  should  not  be  h)st  to  our 
artists.     Soon  after  he  became   known, 
Kaulbaeh  made  for  a  nobleman,  a  friend 
of  his.  a  sketch  of  a  grossly  indecent 
character.     It  showed  all  the  marks  of 
his  genius,  but  was  not  a  fit  picture  for 
an  artist  to  make,  or  for  any  person   to 
have  in  hi;^  possession.     In  the  course 
of  time  the  nobleman  who   owned  the 
sketch  died,  and  his  collectit)n  of  books 
and  pictures  was  sold  at  public  auction. 
Among    the  latter  was   this  sketch  of 
'  Kiiulbaeh's,  which  shared  the   fate  of 
the  rest,  and  for  which  probably  there 
was   a  lively  competition.     As  photo- 
graphy had 'by   that    time   attained   a 
considerable  degree   of  perfection,  the 
sketch  was  siezed  upon,  and  thousands 
of  copies   made  before   Kaulbuch   was 
aware  of  the  mischief  that   was   being 
done.     Ho  would   have  given   all  the 
ready  money  he  had   in   the  world   to 
suppress  the   unlucky   picture,    but   it 
was  too  late.     The  copies  flew   far   and 
wide,  and  found  their  way  into  all  the 
low  bar-rooins  in  the  w<»rld.     Kaulbaeh 
is  probably  better  known  to  the  great 
masses  of  the  common  people  by  this 
oicturo  than  by    all    the    rest    of  liis 
rcidly  great  works  put  together.     The 
lesson  this  remarkable  incident  ccmveys 
is  that  people  should  not   meddle   with 
filth,  and   that  the   vices    of  men   ai^e 
more  apt  to  rise  against  them   than   iill 
the  gt><»d  they  have  ever  performed  in 
tlieir  lives.

James  Bogardns,   whose  death  was 
announced  by  tolegnipli,  was  one  of  the 
most   colebriited   vi   Aincrican  mecha- 
nicians.    In  his  youth  he  was  a  watch- 
maker'k*  apprentice,  and  in  this  poHition 
developed  great  facility   of   mocliaiiical 
e-\eeiition  and  some  boldiies.s  in  original 
designing.      He  invented  a  three-wlieel 
clirt)nnnietor  clock,  to  run  eight  days, 
and  a  Mtrialion  of  this  with  some  pecu- 
liar   features.     He    al^o    invented  the 
"ring  dyer,"  for  cotton-spinning,  the 
electric  mill,  and  several  new  ami  vain- 
able   engraving  maoliines.     A  dry  gas 
meter    was    among    his    most  famous 
works  ;  it  brought  liiin  the   gold  med.al 
from  the  American   Institute   in    1H:W. 
In  1839  he  received  a  reward   from   the 
English  Government  for  a  plan  of  man- 
ufacturing      postage       stamps.       His 
triumph  in  this  instance  was  signal,  as 
there  was  1,600  competit*)r8.     Mr.  Bo- 
gardus  returned  to  New  York  in  1840. 
His   subsequent  inventions  wer«>  a  ma- 
chine  for  pressing  gla.ss;  auotlier  for 
shining  india-rubber  fabrics,   aiul  for 
cutting  india-rubber  in  fine  threads ;  an 
improved     drilling    machine ;     and     a 
I  planetary  horse-power  and  dynainonie- 
ter  for  measuring  the  speed  and  power 
I  of  machincrv.     In  1817  h«^  constnictctl 
I  in  New  York  tho  first  building  entirely 
of  iron  that   was   ever   erected    in  this 
country.     Mr.    Bogardus'    fame    is  of 
'  necessity  ephemeral.     His   Avorks  have 
i  alroadv  boon  appropriated  by  tho  pub- 
ilic,  while  his  fame  is   familiar  only  to 
'  specialists    and     persons    of    inaturer 

years.

It  AVfts  oertrtinly  a  very  interesting 
little    aiflictilty.     Neither    tke   squire,

Fiindly.    when    Ihe    s.piire   an- 
nouiic'.l  III '  beli.f  in  the  iiilbxibility  of 
tltvine  jii-iliee,  it  w.i.-i  willi    tlu-  ;iir  of  a 
soUlierwIni    was    not    .uily   in    his    lu.st 
ditch,  but  WHS   fully   aware  tif  the  fiM:t, 
an.l    who    f«'lt    himself    in.ipired    with 
slreugth  e.)ii:il  to    11   ho -t.      His  ]i:it  had 
f.illeii  olV,  an.l  his  iron    grey    lock>.    had 
blown  away   from  his   face;  his  strong 
decide.l  features    seemed    each    a    little 
sharper  in  outline  tli:in  ever  before,  his 
steel-ldue  .'yes,  though  entirely    devoi.l 
of     ferocily,    glciimed    very     liriglitly, 
while    the    d.'liant    pose   of   hi;;    wil.ile 
frame,  as  he  h':uie.l  lightly  on    his  long 
han.Ile.l    shovel,    so    stiontrly    afteete.l

Epidemics  Under  Water. 

There  are  fretpiently  epidemics 
among  the  finny  tribes  as  remarkable 
and  as  fatal  as  among  the  "tribes  t)f 
Adam."  Fishermen,  both  in  the  sea 
and  in  the  lake;.,  are  accustomed  to 
notice  the  sickness  ami  death  under 
waters.  At  the  present  time,  such  a 
mortality  is  working  among  the  eel» 
along  our  shores.  In  some  spots  ne.nr 
our  wharves,  in  Greenwich,  the  muddy 
bottom  is  literally  covered  with  their 
snaky  remains,  in  all  states  of  put  re 
faction.  The  cause  of  the  epidemic  is 
unknown.  Some  ten  years  ago  a  mul- 
titude of  eels  died,  but  of  a  disea.se  dis- 
similar to  the  present.  Then  their  ap- 
pearance after  death  was  bloody,  as  if 
w  ounded :  now  they  appeared  bloodless, 
Tli.'re  will  be  no  eels  for  market  or 
market  for  eels  hereabouts  this  moon.

A  VERY  valuable  signal  bell  f.ir  rail- 
roads has  been  invented  by  M.  Schep- 
pers  of  Paris.  It  is  adapt^'d  for  switches 
or  drawlnidges,  and  can  be  used  where 
signals  intended  for  the  eye  fail.  It 
consists  of  two  i>ost.s  e.iniieeted  by  a 
beam  whi.'h  extends  over  the  trH4k,  to 
which  is  atta.-li.'.l  a  large  uoiig  or  bell. 
\Vhen  theswiteh  or  draw  is  op.'ii  a  wire 
rope  connecting  with  the  signal  throws 
a  trigger  perpeu.licularly  over  the  cen- 
tre of  the  track,  just  low  enough  to  be 
struck  by  the  smokestack  or  the  loco- 
motive. '  The  trigger  coniieets  |witli,  a 
spring  or  other  arraugemeiit,  ticcording 
to  the  bell  used,  wlii-li , rings  the  befl 
violently,  giving  the  "alarm  to  the  engi- 
neer.

FARM  AND  HOrSEHOLl*. 


Trriiruieni  iil  (iiickeii  (hiilcrn. 

A  correspondent  of  the  riiiirie  J?'armer 
gives  the  following  experience  iu  chick- 
en cholera  : 

On  the  2(>th  inst. ,  we  receivetl  from 
the  king  of  Light  Briihmas  in  Maijsa- 
chusetts  H  box  in  which  he  hud  shipped 
two  Light  Brahma  pullets.  The  box 
on  its  arrival  contained  only  one,  and 
she  sick  with  the  cholera.  Her  mate 
having  died  on  the  way,  the  body  was 
removed  by  the  express  agent.  Tliis 
surviving  pullet  showed  very  positive 
symptoms  of  the  cholera  on  the  evening 
of  her  arrival  at  the  farm  ;  by  1  he  <Us- 
charges  from  the  bowels — greenish 
white,  streaked  wth  sulphurous  yellow 
— by  the  presence  of  high  fever  and  her 
refusal  to  eat ;  as  well  as  by  her  general 
appearance.  We  gave  her  one  dose,  18 
tlrops,  of  the  preparation  viz  :  "  equal 
parts  of  th{'  tincture  of  opium,  red  i>ep- 
per,  rhubarb,  peppermint  and  camphor 
mixed  and  well  shaken  together."  Late 
that  evening.  I  placed  her  in  a  clean 
coop  where  she  could  get  nothing  at  all 
for  food  in  her  crop.  We  had  in  for- 
mer cases  oljserved  tliatsuch  patients  at 
times  pick  up  small  scraps  of  almost 
anything,  and  yet  when  ottered  good 
food  refused  to  eat. 

On  the  second  morning  she  seemed 
to  be* worse.  Tlie  fever  and  the  loose- 
ness of  the  bowels  continued  and  she 
still  refused  food.  Gave  several  heavy 
doses  (10  to  18  drops  each)  during  the 
day,  and  foned  her  to  iwallow  as  much 
as  a  teaspoon! Ill  of  s«>ft  wheat  bread, 
but  allowed  her  no  water. 

On  the  third  morning  she  seemed 
about  as  the  day  bcioi(>  ;  the  discliarges 
continued  and  site  still  refused  t«»  eat. 
Gave  several  heavy  iloses  as  befiue,  and 
made  her  eat  a  little  more  soft  l)read. 
By  evening  th«'  fever  seemed  to  have 
left  her,  but  stdl  she  WMiild  not  <Mt. 
On  the  mi>rning  of  tlio  fmuili  day  she 
again  refused  food,  but  th»'  tliscliarges 
had  nearly  e»'a.sed.  Gave  Inu"  a  small 
dose  of  tlie  diojw,  and  l.tter  in  the  day 
she  ate  of  her  own  actoid  ;i  little  toast- 
ed wheat  bread  soak<>d  in  milk.  I'p  to 
this  time  no  water  h.id  been  given  her, 
but  now,  some  ntroiif^ly  impregnated 
with  sulphate  of  iron  w.is  otVered  and 
she  wa.^  permitted  to  lake  three  or  four 
sips.  In  the  evening  sht;  ate  more  of 
the  soaked  to.i.st,  and  was  allowed  to 
drink  a  litth^  iuoi«'  of  the  water.  On 
the  morning  of  the  hfth  day  she  seemed 
to  be  decidedly  lietter  and  w;is  aiLvious 
to  have  her  breakfast.  Fed  her  spar- 
ingly on  th<'  soaked  bread,  ami  per- 
mitted her  to  drink  a  Utile  of  the  water 
several  tinits.  We  now  ol>served  for 
the  tirsttime  natural-looking  tlischarges 
from  the  1>owels.  WecontiniU'd  to  feed 
her  carefully  and  she  inipiovt>d  rajiidly, 
consiilering  the  low  cmidilion  to  whicli 
she  was  reduced,  and  she  is  now  as  gay 
as  a  lark. 

This  is  a  sample  of  manv  like  cases 
we  have  known  to  lie  enred  in  this  way  ; 
varying  somewhat  in  I  lie  fri'<n»ency  or 
size  of  the  doses  administered,  <»r  the 
food  given  ;  as  no  two  ca;;es  w  ill  ill  ways 
run  exactly  alike. 

The  iiuiMirtant  points;  in  the  treat- 
ment are,  jibstiiience  from  food  anil 
drink —particularly  the  latter — and  the 
eheckiuK  of  tli*-  disehaiges  from  the 
bowels.  Other  drugs  and  medicines 
may  be  found  to  answer  the  latter  pur- 
pose as  well  as  the  foriiKil.i  here  given, 
but  this  we  know  to  be  etleittial. 


June-  from  the  Ist  to  the  20th  if  possi- 
ble, and  the  Yellows  and  Whites  later, 
at  intervals  of  not  more  than  three 
weeks.  One-half  inch  is  Butlicient  cov- 
ering for  turnip  setnl  if  the  soil  is 
moist ;  but  if  the  soil  is  dry  it  should 
be  covered  deeper.  The  quantity  of 
seed  per  acre  should  be :— Of  Swedes, 
two  to  three  p<»uud8;  of  Whites  and 
Yellows,  five  to  seven  pounds.  It  is 
better  to  have  enough,  so  that  Hpme 
plants  can  be  spared  for  the  "fly"  if  it 
appears. 

The  folh)wing  are  some  of  the  best 
rarieties  of  tuniips  :  Swedes— Common 
Purple  Tt)p,  Shirving's  Improved  Pur- 
ple Top,  and  Laing's  Improved  Purple 
Top.  Yellows— Purple  Top  Aberdeen, 
Green  Top  Aberdeen,  and  Yellow  Globe. 
Whites— Large  White  Globe,  Large 
White  Norfolk  and  Grey  Stone.  The 
terms  Purple  Top  and  Green  Top  have 
reference  to  the  color  of  that  portion  of 
the  bulb  above  the  surface  of  the  soil, 
and  not  to  the  color  of  the  leaves. 

Carrots  require  considerable  time  for 
full  growth,  and  should  be  sown  as 
early  as  the  15th  of  May  if  possible. 
The  germination  of  the  seed  is  slow, 
and  should  be  assisted  by  soaking  in 
water  twenty-four  to  forty-eight  hours. 
Then  dry  it  by  mixing  with  ashes  or 
plaster.  Sow  with  a  seed  drill.  About 
four  pounds  are  required  for  an  acre. 
Turnip  or  raddish  seed,  mixed  and 
sown  with  the  carrot  seed,  will  hel|*  the 
young  carrots  in  breaking  through  the 
"surface,  and  also  better  indicate  the 
rows  when  cultivation  is  required. 

The  best  varieties  of  carrots  art*  the 
Long  Orange,  the  Altringham  and 
Large  ^Vllite  Belgian.  The  ^VlIite 
Belgian  yields  well,  but  is  coarser- 
grained  than  the  yellow  varieties. — C. 
y.  L.  in  liural  Home. 


(irniu  and  \\  lUt-r  lor  II«r»«rt». 

Mr.  Caimee,  a  celebrated  English 
veterinary  surgeon,  in  a  paper  publish- 
ed in  the  British  Journal  of  Agricul- 
ture, says  :  Too  much  grain  indisposes 
horses  for  eating  other  provender,  and 
occasionally  subjects  them  to  serious 
disease.  Five  bushels  of  good  sound 
oats  weekly,  along  with  a  few  good 
Swedish  ti'irnips  or  other  roots,  and 
plenty  of  hay  or  good  straw,  will  keep 
a  pair  of  healthy  farm  horses  in  good 
order  through  the  winter,  even  though 
they  be  pretty  hard  wrought.  If,  then, 
such  an  allowance  be  sufKcient,  it  is 
folly  and  wiiste  to  gi^;  them  more. 
Something  must  be  wnllig  if,  with  this 
allowance  of  food,  they  fall  ott  in  con- 
dition. Horses  that  are  greedy  eattrs, 
or  that  swallow  their  grain  wh«de, 
should  have  it  bruised  (jr  ground.  A 
little  chatt'  mixed  with  it  helps  t<.  make 
horses  chew  it,  ami  w«ll-ch<wed  foodis 
of  far  more  importance  than  many  peo- 
ple think.  Unless  it  be  well  ground 
and  mixed  with  saliva  in  their  mouths, 
it  is  but  imperfectly  digested  in  their 
stomachs,  and  without  perfect  digestion 
there  its  full  l)enetit  is  not  obtained. 
A  full  drink  of  water,  immediately  af- 
ter being  fed,  shouKl  never  be  allowed 
to  horses.  When  water  is  drunk  Ity 
them,  the  bulk  of  it  goes  directly  to 
their  large  intestines,  and  but  little  of 
it  is  retained  in  their  stomached.  In 
passing  through  them,  however,  the 
water  carries  con.siderable  quantities  of 
their  contents  to  where  it  lodges  in  the 
intestines.  If,  then,  th«>  »ontents  «>f 
horses'  stomachs  are  washe<|  out  of 
them  before  they  are  digested,  they 
are  in  a  manner  lost,  no  nourishment 
being  derived  from  them.  Colics  in 
horses  fre(]uently  arise  from  this  cause, 
and  to  it  the  api»earaiice  of  torn  entire 
among  their  dung  is  often  due.  Damp 
straw  or  musty  hay  should  never  be 
given  as  fooil  for  horses.  The  form«'r 
Th  apt  to  scour  them,  and  the  latter  fre- 
ipiently  attects  their  wind.  It  is  af- 
tirnuHr  by  some  that  if  their  hay  or 
straw  be  cut,  and  their  grain  bruised, 
horses  can  be  kept  at  one-fourth  less 
cost  than  when  they  are  given  them 
whole.  Every  «me  knows  the  value  of 
grass  as  an  article  of  food  for  horses. 
A  month  of  it  in  the  early  part  of  the 
season,  Avhen  it  is  young  and  tender,  is 
worth  two  when  it  gets  old  and  tough. 
CJreat  care  must  be  taken  t»f  horses 
wh<>n  first  iiut  out  to  grass— indeed, 
changes  of  food  of  any  kind  must  to 
them  be  introdm-ed  with  caution,  as 
many  had  to  pay  «learly  for  neglect  of 
this."  Even  a  change  of  water  has  at 
times  been  known  to  atVect  some  horses, 
so  sensible  does  their  alimentary  camd 
seem  to  be. 
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Mangolds  should  be  .sown  as  early  a.e 
the  soil  becomes  warm  and  can  be   put 
in  good  condition,  as    a    general 
from      about      the     first     to     tin 
teenth  of  May.     Soak    the      seed 
twenty-four  to  thirty-six  hours  in  waim 
water  and  dry  it  by  mixing   with    lime, 
plaster  or  ashc>..     Alter  r.tking   olV  the 
stones  and  lumps  from    the  iMimmits  of 
the  ridges  it  may  bt;  sowii  with  tliecom- 
mou  seed  drill ;  using  seed  at    the    rate 
of  live  to  seven  pounds  to  the  acre.     t>r 
the  seed  may  bcplanted  by  hand.     Pass 
along  with  the  hoe,  and  from  the    sum- 
mits of  the  ridges  nick  out  the   «lirt   at 
distances  of  ten  to   tifteeii     inches,    ac- 
cording to  the  condition  of  the  soil  and 
the  variety.      The   richer  the  soil   the 
greater  thedistance  may  be.     The  glot»e 
varieties  retpiire  more    room    than    the 
long.     In  these  nicks  drop  three  or  fou«' 
seeds,  and  cover  witli  tine    earth,  which 
may  be  readily  obtained  by  taking  with 
the  hoe  from  the    side    of    the    ridge. 
Cover  fr<^)m  »>iie  tf>    two    inches    deep. 
The  latter  metho«1,  while   more   labori- 
ous in  its,>lf,  saves  much  timeand  labor 
in  weeding  and  thinning. 

The  long  red  and  the  osage  or  yeUow 
globe  are  the  favorite  varieties  *)f  the 
mangold.  The  white  sugar  beet  is  also 
in  very  high  favor  with  some  feeders. 
The  long  red  mangold  is  prebrred  on 
deej)  and  light  soils  that  are  not  in  very 
high  ojudition,  since  on  such  it  yields 
better  than  the  orange  globe.  The 
orange  or  ycHow  globe  has  a  higher 
feeding  value  and  is  tlie  best  to  grow- 
on  rich,  moderat<dy  still'  soils. 

Of  turnips  there  are  three  classes  of 
varieties  : — swedes  or  riita-bagas,  yel- 
lows and  whites,  the  last  two  being  so 
called  from  the  color  of  the  llesh. 
Where  roots  are  grown  on  a  large  scale 
these  three  classes  are  gn>wn  ifor  suc- 
cessive feeding.  Swedes  re<piire  the 
longest  period  for  growth,  are  the  most 
•rompact  <>i  llesh,  and  tlie  b»>st  keepers. 
They  are  therefore  sown  iirst,  and  are 
not  fed  until  the  yelhnvs  and  whites 
have  been  consnmed.  The  yellow  va- 
rieties stand  next  in  tlie  possession  of 
these  qualities.  The  white  varieties 
make  the  most  rapid  growth,  are  the 
softest  and  the  poon'st  keejiers.  They 
are  therefore  the  latest  sown  and  the 
first  fed. 

Turnip  seed  of   whatever    kind   may 
be    sown     with    a    seed    drill.      Swc  des

Keep  animals  and  feed  them,  and  sell 
them  and  buy  more,  and  repeat  the 
proces-i  and  save  all  the  manure  tlu«y 
make,  and  where  composting  will  pay, 
resort  to  that  until  something  maybe 
matle  to  grow  on  the  land  that  will, 
some  of  it,  lie  given  to  it  to  make  it 
produce  other  and  larger  crojis;  get 
the  land  into  grass  ami  pasture  it ;  sow 
a  variety  of  grasses  on  the  same  land  so 
that  the  ground  may  be  all  covered,  and 
that  tliere  may  be  a  succession  of  fresh 
feed  during  the  season.  In  a  few  years 
this  sod  will  become  dense  and  very 
hea\y,  and  will  contain  mtu'h  vegetable 
matter  that  by  being  plowed  will  decay, 
and  giv«'  a  good  dressing  of  manure. 
The  fact  is  wellunderstootl  by  all  farm- 
ers engaged  in  growing  grain.  They 
know  that  a  heavy  sod  will  make  tiicir 
laml  bear  maximum  crops  ;  and,  too, 
they  know  that  when  this  sod  has  be- 
come the  tlensest  it  no  longer  produces 
its  largest  crops  of  pasture,  and  that  tiy 
plowing  and  taking  ofl"  several  crops, 
and  tiiiis  killing  every  plant  that  con- 
stitutes the  old  pasture,  and  then  re- 
needing  to  grass,  they  will  be  abh>  to 
keep  nearly  or  qiiite'twiee  the  numb«>r 
of  animals' that  could  find  supp<»it  in 
the  oldpasture.  Itraay  be  that  the  grass 
of  the  old  i>astiire,  wli'at  there  was  of  it, 
was  lietter  than  a  like  quantity  of  food 
produced  on  the  new  seeding  ;  but  this 
superior  value  in  no  way  compensates 
for  the  less  quantity  produceil  on  a 
given  area. 

As  a  manure,  the  value  of  an  old  sod 
will  be  somewhat  iindeirtlootl    when  wo 
consider  the    rc'.ult  obtained  by   Pro- 
fessor Kenzie,    of  the    IVfichigan    Agri- 
cultural College    at  Laiising.      He  took 
a   square    foot    of    June     grass     turf, 
and  washed  awayall  the  soil  in  running 
water,  and  then  "weighed  the    roots  and 
surface  grass  to  tletermine  the  amcmnt 
«)f  green  manural    matter    usually   con- 
tained in  a  heavy  greensward,  and  found 
it  U)  be  five  iwiinds  to  the  s<piaie  f<K)t, 
or  at  the  rate  of  more  than  one  hundred 
tons  to  the  acre.     This  was  from  ti  very 
heavy  mat  of  June  grass,  and  the  Pro 
fessor  says  in  a  lettvr  to  me,    in   reganl 
to  this  matter  :  "This   is   doubtless  in 
excess  of  oritinan/  June  grass" — but  he 
says  he  "  thinks  that  few  farmers   esti- 
mate correctly  the  amount  of  vegetidde 
matter  they  mid  to  their  s«h1   by   iilow- 
ing  under  heavy  greensward." 


and  with  the  sponge  stirred  the  previ- 
ous night  kucml  well  in  a  soft  dough 
with  flour.  Make  out  in  rolls,  grease 
each  one  with  butter  or  lard,  (I  use 
lanl, )  and  place  into  a  greased  pan  to 
rise ;  when  light  bake  as  a  loaf  of  bread, 
slowly  and  carefully. 

French  RoLiiS.— Sift  a  pound  of  flour 
into  a  pan  and  rub  into  two  ounces  of 
butter  ;  mix  into  it  the  whites  only  of 
three  eggs,  beaten  to  a  stiflF  froth,  and 
a  tablespoonful  of  strong  yeast ;  add  a 
saltspoonful  of  salt,  and  sufficient  mjlk 
to  make  a  stiff  dough.  Cover  it  and 
set  before  the  tire  to  rise.  It  should  be 
light  in  an  hour.  Then  put  it  on  a 
paste-board,  divide  it  into  rolls  or 
round  cakes,  lay  them  in  a  floured  pan 
and  bake  them  about  ten  minutes  in  a 
quick  oven. 

Rice  Bread,  Fob  Bbeakf ast  or  Tea. 
— To  one  quart  of  boiled  rice  allow  one 
pint  of  sifted  flour,  two  tablespoonfuls 
of  butter,  four  eggs,  teaspoouful  of  salt, 
and  sufficient  sweet  milk  to  make  a  very 
thin  batter.  Bake  in  a  greased  pan, 
either  tin  or  earthenware.  Send  to  the 
table  hot  and  eat  with  buttor.

Moths  in  Fuknitt^be. — There  are, 
savs  the  Scientific  American,  two  species 
of 'moths  which  infest  furniture.  One 
is  a  large  fly  of  silvery-  white  coh'r  ;  the 
worm  of  the  same  is  shaped  like  a  chest- 
nut worm,  and  is  familiarly  known.  It 
rarely  infests  furniture.  The  other  is  a 
small  tlv  of  a  dark  drab  color;  the 
worm  is  about  one-fourth  of  an  inch 
long;  and  tapering  from  the  head  to  the 
tail.  It  was  first  observed  by  uphol- 
sterers about  thirteen  years  ago.  This 
fly  penetrates  a  sofa  or  cha'r,  generally 
between  the  backs  and  seats  of  sofas,  or 
under  the  seats,  where  the  vacancy 
among  the  springs  affords  a  safe  retreat. 

It  mav  make  a  lodgment  in  one  week 
after    the   furniture   is    placed   in  the 
house.     If  such  should  be   the   case  in 
two  months  the  worm  will  appear  ;  and 
the  continual  )>rocess  of  procreation   in 
a  few  months  increases   the   number  to 
thousands.     This  moth  has  no   season. 
It  destroys  in  winter  and  summer  alike, 
and  it  is' kept  in  active  life  liy  the  con- 
stant heat  of  the  house.      We  find  at  tUe 
same  time,  in  the  same  piece   of   furni- 
ture, the  fly,  the  worm,   and  the  eggs; 
thus  showing   that   they   »ire    breeding 
ami  destroying  all  the   time.     It   does 
not  eat  pure  curled  hair  ,but  fastens  its 
c«)coon  to  it,  the  elasticity  of  which  i>re- 
vents  its  being  ilistiirbed.     The   inside 
of  furniture  is  used  by   it  only   for  tlie 
purpose    «»f    propagation.     The    worm 
when   ready   for    food   crawls   out  and 
destroys  the  covering,    if  of   woolen  or 
plush  'material ;  and  falling  to  the  car- 
pet, destroys  it.     It  rarely  cuts  through 
phish  from  the  inside,  as  it  is  of  cotton 
bjick,    but   there  are   instances   where 
Worms  have  cut  up  muslin  on   the  out- 
side back  of  sofas.     There  is  no  jirotec- 
tioii  against  them  but   continued   care. 
New  furniture  should  be  removed  from 
the  walls  at  least   twice  a   week  at  this 
sea.^on  of  the  year,    and   should  be  well 
whisked  all  round,  and  particularly  uii- 
tler  the   seats,   to  i>revent  the   fly   from 
lodging.     This  is   an   effectuid  juevent 
ive,  and  the  only  one  known.     Cayenne 
pepper,  Scotch  snutV,  camphor,  turpen- 
tine and  all  other  reme<lies   for   protec- 
tion from  the  large  moth  are  *»f  little  or 
no  avail  against    the    furniture    moths. 
Stdiuation  with  alcohol  will  not  destroy 
them  when  in  a   piece  of  furniture.     If 
the    furniture    is    infested,    they    may 
Im<  removed  by   taking   off"  the   muslin 
from  under  tlie  seats  and   ofl'  the   out- 
side back  and  ends,  where  they  congre- 
gate nmst,    luid  exposing   to   the  air  as 
much  as  possible.     Beat    well    with  a 
whisk  or  the  i»pen  hand,  and  kill  all  the 
flies  and  worms  whi<'h  show  themselves. 
Thiii  done  often  will  disturb  them,  and 
may  make  them  leave  the  furniture,  in 
their  desire  to  be  left  in   tpiiet.     When 
the  furniture  is  free  from  moths  and  is 
to  be  left  iluring   the   summer   months 
without  attention,  it  may  lie   protected 
by  camphor   in   small   bags   or   highly 
concentrated     patchouli.      The     safest 
way  is  to  have  the  furniture  W(>11  whisk- 
ed twice  a  week.     If  the   moths   attack 
the  carpet,  which  they  will   first  do  un- 
der the  sofiui  and  chairs,   spread  a  wet 
sheet  on  the  caq>et  and   pass  a  hot  flat- 
iron   over   it    quickly;  the   steam   will 
ett'ectually    destroy    both    worms    and 
eggs.     If'   furniture   is   delivered   in   a 
dwelling  free   from   moths,  the  uphol- 
sterer's responsibility   ends   tht^re,  and 
all  rests   with   the   lioiisekeeper,    as  no 
tradesman  can   till   whether  the   moth 
will  attack  it  or  not.     There   are   cases 
where  the  furniture  has  been  in  use  ten 
or  twelve  years  before    being  attacked. 
It  would  be  as  fair   to   hold   th«>  taihn 
resp«>iisible  for  the   safety   of   clothing 
from  moths  as  to  hold  the   upholsterer 
responsible  for  the  safety  of  furniture.

Tlie  Ma^etization  of  (iiass. 

An  interesting  paper  in  Poggendorf  s 
Annalen,  by  Prof.  Villari,  treats  of  the 
time  that  flint  glass  takes  to   be   mag 
netized,  demagnetized,  and  to  turn  the 
plane    of  polarization.     He  rotated   a 
glass  cylinder  between  the  poles  of  an 
electro-magnet,  where   it  acted   like   a 
cylindri«-al    lens  with    polarized   light 
pivssing  through  the  poles.     Wlien   not 
magnetized,   the  cylinder,  whether  in 
motion  or  at  rest,    was   neutral  to   the 
light  ;  but  when  magnetized   it«   plane 
rotating IX) wer  diminished  considerably, 
with    increjising  velocity  of  rotation  ; 
the  reason  being  that,    in   sucli   quick 
revolution,  each  diameter  remamed  too 
short  a  time  in  the  axial  direction  to  ac- 
•piire  all  the  magnetism  it  would  other- 
wise have.     To    give  flint  ghvss  such 
dis-magnetic  intensity  as  became  ob- 
servable by  rotation  of  the  plane,   re- 
quired  at'  least   1-800  of   a  second  of 
time,  while  to  give  it  all   the  dis-mag- 
iietism  it  is  capable  of  taking  under  a 
strong  magnet,  at  least  1-100  of  a  sec- 
ond was  needed.

Boston,  May  10. — Three  great  water 
reservoirs,  situated  in  Hampshire  Coun- 
ty, Western  Massachusetts,  along  the 
lino  of  the  New  Haven  and  Northamp- 
ton Railroad,  burst  this  morning,  com- 
jiletely  sweeping  away  the  three  manu- 
facturing villages  of  Leeds,  Hayden- 
ville  and  Williamsburg.  Scarcely  a 
building  is  left  standing. 

WllEKE  it  took  effect. 

The  villages  afl'ected  by  the  disaster 
are  Williamsburg,  Haj'denville,  Leeds 
aud  Florence,  located  on  Mill  Kiver,  a 
tributarj-  to  the  Connecticut,  running 
into  the  latter  at  Northampton. 

The  mills  on  the  streams  have  all 
been  carried  away,  and  included  brass- 
works,  button-hole  factories,  silk  and 
cotton  mills,  brush  fivctories,  agricul- 
tural implements  and  basket  factories, 
etc. ;  besides,  saw  and  grist  mills. 

tHE  great  KESEBVOIR. 

The  great  reservoir  covered  150  acres 
of  ground  aud  had  an  average  depth  of 
thirty  feet.  It  was  drawn  upon  in  dry 
time  to  supply  the  mills  at  Williams- 
burg, Hayden\-ille  and  Florence. 

ESTIMATES  OF    CAPITAJJ. 

The  manufacturing  capital  invested 
along  tho  river,  afftctedby  this  tlisaster, 
placing  it  at  the  lowest  estimate,  must 
be  1^5,000,000,  and  tho  immediate  pop- 
ulation sufl'cring  about  5,000.  The  pop- 
ulation is  almost  wholly  a  manufactur- 
ing one,  which  has  grown  Up  around 
the  dams. 

At  Skinner\'ille,  the  store  of  Hayden, 
Moore  k  Co..  and  Haydenville  savings 
bank  building,  with  the  safe,  were 
swept  away.  The  safe  contained  $36,- 
000  in  money.  E.  M.  Graves'  store^  E. 
Ames'  store  and  several  houses,  Loomis 
Hotel,  Hayden  i^  Co.  's  tobacco  f actoiy 
and  two  ii-ou  bridges  were  also  swept 
away. 

The  total  pecuniary  loss  by  the  dis- 
aster is  estimated  at  nearly  82,000,000. 
The  folloAving  is  a  general  estimate 
of  loiises  by  places  :  Li  Williamsburg 
— W.  H.  Avoness,  flouring-mill  swept

The  latest  figures  of  the  loss  of  life  by 
tin'  calamity  make  ihe  total  111,  divid- 
ed as  follows  among  the  three  places  : 
Williamsburg  70;  Leeds  10;  Hayden 
ville  35.  Tiie.se  figures  oidy  retjreseut 
persons  wluise  loss  is  positively  known, 
though  the  lK>dies  t»f  all  are  not  yet 
recovered. 

Bodies  are  constrtutly  lieinc:  found, 
and  in  stime  cases  those  of  persons  who 
were  not  supposed  to  be  lost,  so  that  it 
seems  perfectly  safe  to  say  that  the 
total  loss  of  life  will  exceed  120,  if  in- 
deed it  does  not  more  nearly  approach 
200. 

The  gat4?keeper  of  the  reservoir  says 
he  has  lived  in  constant  expectation  of 
a  break,  and  has  often  called  the  atten- 
tion of  his  superiors  to  its  unsafe  con- 
dition. The  accident  has  caused  great 
apprehension  amongthe  residents  along 
the  west  branch  of  Mill  River,  of  which 
the  (losh^n  Reservoir  is  the  head,  and 
which  joins  the  ea.st  branch  at  Williams- 
burg. It  is  in  all  respects  similar  to 
tiieWillianiKburg  Reservoir  The  most 
intense  excit^'ment  prevails  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  disaster. 

FINDING  THE  DEAD. 

At  Skiiinorville  the  tirst  bodies  were 
picked  u J),  dug  out  from  the  mud;  or 
taken  \ritli  difficulty  from  the  overload- 
ed ruins.  XW  through  the  afternoon 
the  work  went  on,  till  night,  and  then 
men  with  lanterns,  seeking  their  dead, 
stood  guaril.  At  Haydenville  forty 
bodies  were  gathered  by  night.  At 
Leeds  five.  There  luid  been,  in  the  i\f- 
ternoon,  gangs  of  plunderers  promptly 
turned  t«^)  workers  by  no  stinted  threats. 
The  people  were  ready  to  brain  them 
with  stones.  There  were  fewer  dead  at 
Florence  and  Northampton^;  110  in  all, 
aud  many  more  are  certainly  buried  in 
the  mud 'and  rubbish  that  fill  the  valley 
with  black  heaps  from  Williamsburg  to 
Northami)ton. 

Just  below  the  village  of  Leeds  on 
what  was  a  pretty  lawn,  called  Warner's 
Flats,  a  vast  amount  of  debris  was  col- 
lected. A  hundred  men  with  ox  teams 
aud  horses  to  move  the  timbers  began 
work  early  in  the  forernxm.  Lithe  first 
half  hour"five  bodies  were  found,  and 
beffire  noon  twenty  were  unburied  from 
that  spot. 

PAIN'FI'Ij  kecognitions. 
The  operatives  from  Williamsburg 
whose  lost  ones  had  not  beeu  recovered 
crowded  the  little  carpenter  shop  int« 
which  the  bodies  were  carried  and  all 
were  recognized,  although  siuue  were 
disfigured  almost  past  recognition,  in 
the  string  of  vehicles  every  few  rods 
were  wagons  containing  one,  two  and 
Konietimes  four  coffined  bodies  ry 
mute  for  the  cemetery,  for  in  the  uni- 
versal bereavement  interment  followed 
swiftly  on  the  rwovery  of  the  bodies, 
and  f  iiueral  services,  excepting  in  a  few 
instances,  were  dispensed  with. 

At  Haydenville  the  bodies  were  laid 
out  in  the  congregational  Cuurch. 
Lying  side  bv  side  were  a  mother  and 
her  tw.)  children,  near  them  a  mother, 
her  manied  daughter  and  her  two 
infant  chihlren.  The  dead  of  those 
whom  the  flood  had  left  destitute  were 
buried  at  the  expense  of  the  town. 

At  Williamsburg,  the  town  hall  was 
thick  with  uncoftined  bodies,  principally 
of  women  and  children.  Churches  were 
closed,  and  pastors  and  people  devoted 
the  whole  time  to  the  care  of  the  deati, 
which  were  removed  to  the  receiving 
vault  of  the  cemetery  as  rapidly  as  the 
burial  facilities  permitted.  One  poor 
fellow  worked  alone  for  an  hoiir  around 
the  wreck  of  his  own  house,  which  was 
carried  away  half  a  mile  from  its  place.

IiiiliK'iiiK  Kriiit  Trrri*  to  Bear. 

A  correspondent  of    an  agricultural 
jpap^r  Writes  •       ,      ,      , 

"My  frionil  T,  had  an  iipple  tree 
■which'  bore  abundantly,  but  every  al- 
ternate year.  He  chance4l  in  early 
Rpriiig  to  lay  some  heavy  poles  on  some 
of  the  h)wer  limbs.  This  Avas  not  its 
year  to  bear.  The  limbs  on  whieli  the 
jpolPB  rested  l)loomed  and  bore  abund- 
antly, while  the  other  parts  of  the  tree 
had  neither  bloom  nor  apple.  Did  the 
Weight  on  the  limbs,  by  eliecking  the 
riiculation  of  sap,  and  consetpiently 
the  growth  of  wood,  develop  fruit- 
bearing  buds?  If  Ro,  may  we  not  learn 
apt-aotical  lesson  from  this  incident?" 

In  this  cotititry  we  see  imt  few  of 
what  may  be  called  the  refinements  of 
horticulture.  Trees  are  the  lilost  jiart 
planled  and  allowed  to  tak«^  tlieir 
chances.  If  they  survive  they  strug- 
gle for  existeiu'e,  ami  after  many  years 
come  into  iiidiHerent  bearing,  the  fruit 
is  welcome.  If  the  trees  are  choked 
by  grass  and  weeds,  and  sturved  by 
other  crops,  either  the  nurserymen  is 
blamed,  or  it  is  concluded  that  "trees 
don't  do  as  well  as  they  used  ti). "  Our 
eorrespiuulent  ha-i  rightly  accounted 
for  the  phenomenon,  but  the  "practi- 
cal Icoson"  has  been  learned  long  ago, 
nnd  in  one  form  and  another  has  been 
practiced.  The  iiruniug  and  training 
of  trees  to  induce  fruitfulness  is  well 
tmderstood,  but  the  great  trouble  is 
that  in  our  rude  horticulture  it  does 
not  pay.  Our  people  have  in  part 
learned  that  in  ord«>r  to  grow  grapes 
they  mtist  treat  tlieir  vines  projierly, 
and  after  a  while  they  will  find  that 
trees  will  repay  tasteful  care  and  at- 
tention. 


four  days'  planting  ;  all  treated  alike, 
except  the  application  of  coi»peras  on 
the  two  bushels  seed  corn.  To  the 
surprise  and  satisfactitni  of  myself  Aiui 
hands,  it  came  ni)  regular,  green  and 
vigorous,  and  grew  rapidly.  I  soon 
found  it  necessary  t«i  replant.  I  found, 
on  examination,  not  a  hill  out  nor  a 
worm  to  be  found  where  copperas  was 
used,  and  the  entire  field,  except  the 
two  bushcla  of  seed  thus  treated,  jvas 
cut  from  two  to  three  hills  out  t)f  nve. 
and  I  often  found  from  one  to  fifteen 
cut-worms  in  a  hill.  I  was  so  worried 
I  could  not  delermino  which  plan  was 
the  best— replant,  plow  aud  plant  over, 
or  check  oil'  between  rows.  I  have 
heard  of  such  being  ilone,  but  never 
tried  it.  I  have  onlered  150  pounds, 
and  I  am  urging  all  my  friends  to  give 
it  a  trial.  One  bushel  of  corn  will 
plant  five  acn^s,  aud  J ;  pounds  of  cop- 
peras will  prepare  the  bushel  of  corn. 
Copperas  can  be  1»oUght  in  ciuantities 
to  suit  farmers  at  six  or  seven  cents 
per  pound.  It  would  cost  .)ne-half  of 
a  cent  i.er  acre.  It  Is  cheap,  simple 
and  certttin  with  myself  and  others  who 
tried  it  last  year,  aud  I  regard  this  a 
valuable  preventive. 


KeruiiiK  llJ-n-*. 

Each  farm  has  its  poultry,  so  every 
familv  having  outbuildings  ought  to 
keep  hens.  They  can  be  kept  as  pro- 
fitably as  with  the  farmers.  On  the 
farm,' hens  ale  often  a  greater  damage 
than  profit,  making  forays  in  the  grain 
fields  aud  garden,  and  fouling  the  walks 
about  the  buildings,  for  farmers  gen- 
erally do  not  shiit  up  their  hens. 

There  is  a  getleral  imptoveraertt 
throughout  the  country  in  heu-hus- 
bandry  ;  the  breeds  are  disseminated 
and  crossed,  aud  the  increase  of  eggs 
is  in  proportion.  There  is,  however, 
one  great  drawback,  which  ueed?  cor- 
recting, it  is  the  breeding  from  crossed 
stock.  '  A  cross  from  the  original  pure 
blood  is  what  is  wanted,  and  not  proj)- 
agation  froui  crosses ;  this  last  will 
surely  run  out  the  properti»>s  for  which 
the  original  is  valued.  CJet,  therefore, 
a  cock  of  pure  blood  for  your  heiis, 
whether  your  hens  are  a  cross,  native, 
or  also  pure  blood,  th«  latter  on  the 
whole  the  best.  And  there  is  no  difii- 
culty  to  obtain  pure  blood  as  a  reason- 
able price  of  almost  any  breed,  the 
breeds  are  so  well  disseminated.  The 
Brahma,  if  not  tlie  hest,  is  among  tile 
best,  and  can  be  obtained  anywhere. 
It  unites  exceHently  with  the  black 
Spanish  and  other  breeds,  aflV^rding 
large  eggs  an»l  at)  itbltndililce  of  tHem. 
being  eminently  a  winter  layer.  Its 
flesh  also  is  good,  its  chickens  coming 
(piick  to  maturity.  It  is  very  docile 
and  qui«t ;  can  "be  kept  almost  any- 
where, and  more  confined  than  most 
breeds.  Toll  flee'1 ,  iK' .  e.Ttr>»  care  t.i 
have  success  with  this  breed;  li  latil, 
a  shed,  any  out-house  will  do.  Among 
the  best  examples  that  we  know  are 
of  the  black  Spanish  and  Jirahma  cross 
kept  in  a  small  building  ustnl  as  a  wood 
shed  and  pig  pen.  It  neetls  for  a  small 
familv  but  eight  or  ten  hens,  wliicli 
will  iirtbrd  the  eggs  needed  the  year 
round.  A  miscellaneous  feed  is  per- 
haps as  good  as  any,  scraps  from  the 
table,  particularly  buckwheat  cake,and 
the  diflerent  grains.  To  feed  corn 
alone  is  not  good.  A  fat  lu  u  will  not 
lay  so  well,  and  issubjtvt  to  api»oplexy, 
often  dropping  down  dead.  .\  mixture 
«»f  corn  aud  bikkwheat,  ciual  pitrts,  is 
a  g<tod  feed. 

A  great  point  in  hen-raising,  where 
eggs  are  the  main  thing,  is  to  have 
voung  stock.  Hatch  early,  and  keep 
growing  steadily  all  ah'Ug,  so  as  to  get 
«  ally  malurity, "and  heiico  <-iirly  hiving. 
Kggs  can  thus  be  obtaine*!  in  four  to 
i\\c  months,  and  we  have  known  it  to 
bo  done  sooner.  Let  them  lay  a  year 
or  some  nion-  for  you,  and  tln-n  dis- 
place them  by  a  new  brood.  Their 
flesh,  being  still  young,  will  l»e  ti>nder, 
and  the  new  hatch  will  continue  to  sup- 
ply the  eggs.  Always  rennniln'r  a  hen 
IS  of  a  domestic  nature,  aud  will  lay 
better  for  being  well  treated.

No  farmer  should  be  without  a  straw- 
berry patch.      Everybody  loves  this  de- 
licious fruit,  and  it   is  so   easily   culti- 
vated  that   it   is  rank    injustice  to  his 
family  for   any   one   having  a  ijatch  of 
land   or   a   garden   to     fail   in   raising 
strawlierries  for   their   jiarticipation. — 
Almost  any  kiml  of  laud,    which  is  dry 
or  is  drained,    will    grow    this    fruit    if 
supplied      with      vegetable      manures, 
which,  by  the  by.  can  be   said,  we  be- 
lieve, of  almost  idl  other  kinds  vi  small 
fruits.     The  lic^hter  the  soil,  the  easier 
and  more  economical  is  the  cultivation  ; 
and  upon   such  soils    the    produce  is 
earlier  and  better   flavored,    while    the 
heavier    Soils    will    produce   later   and 
heavier  fruit.     Elevated   soils  are  less 
liable  to  be  aflected    by    spring    frosts, 
hence  should  be  selected    for  tin*  earli- 
est  spring   fruit — the    strawberrv,    es- 
pecially the  earliest  sorts.     South  and 
southeast  side  hills  should   be   chosen 
to  produce  early  fruit,  and  north   side 
hills,  late  fruit.     Thus  the  season  may 
be  extended.      If    the    giomidfis    suf- 
ficiently rich  to  grow  go«d   potatoes  or 
com,    it   will    grow   as    comparatively 
good  strawberries.     If  not  in  good   or- 
der, manure  thoroughly  with   any  rot- 
ted compost.     Nt'W  cviarse  manures  are 
very  risky,  especially  for  light  poils.for 
if  the   spring   should    prov«;    dry,   the 
plants  <lry  out  badly.     Plough  or  spade 
deep  when  the  ground  is  in  a  dry   con- 
dition,   for  if   too    wet   and   soggy    it 
leaves  the  surface  stitt"  and  l)akey.      If 
convenient,   scatter  a  liberal   supply  of 
well  rotted  compost   «>ver    tin*   surface, 
which  not  only  enriches    the    soil,  but 
acts   as   a   mulch   to   keep   the  surface 
moist  and  prevent  it  fnun  "baking." 


HrHMMly  l«r  <'iii>\\  oriiiM. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Country  Gen- 
tleman gives  the  following  as  his  means 
for  preventing  the  ravages  of  cut- 
worms: I  pulverized  two  pounds  cop- 
peras at  night,  ami  the  next  morning 
put  in  soak,  and  I  put  1^,  bushels  of 
corn  in  soak  in  a  separate  vessel  at 
night.  After  soaking  twelve  hours,  I 
poured  otT  the  water  from  the  corn  inti> 
a^tub  ;  I  then  added  as  much  water  as 
will  cover  the  corn,  and  add  to  it  the 
copperas  water,  and  thoroughly  mix 
and  jKJur  over  the  corn,  and  let  it  re- 
main in  CA)ppera8  water  twelve  hours  ; 
I  then  poured  ofl"  the  C(»pperas  water 
from  the  corn  and  rolled  the  seed  corn 

in  J.  J.  T 's  excelsior  or  plaster,  and 

if  early  for  planting,  I  open  deep  fur- 
rows, say  four  or  five  inches,  and  cover 
light  with  corn  coverer;  but  if  late,  1 
cover  deeper.  I  tried  this  experiment 
on  a  sod  field  of  three  years'  standing, 
plowed  it  in  March  and  April  of  1H73. 
r  plowed  with  a  three-horse  plow,  7 
inches  deep  on  the  average;  the  ground 
was  nicely  pulverized.  Planted  on  the 
Istof  May,  3?.  by  ."^^  each  way.  Two 
days  planting  ( 10  acres).  I  dampened 
the  corn  and  rolled  it  in  the  plast«r. 
The  third  day  I  had  the  corn  prepared 
with  copperas  and  ready  to  plant.  I 
planted  the  corn  across  a  4-4-acro  field, 
by  the  side  of  the  second  day's  plant- 
ing, and  there  waa  between  two  and

Poi'  CouN  PuPOiNd.  Soak  two 
quarts  of  freshly  po|)pcd  corn  in  three 
pints  of  sweet  milk,  over  night.  When 
ready  to  bake,  add  three  well-beaten 
eggs',  a  little  salt,  aud  sugar  to  taste. 
Bake  like  a  custard  pmhling. 

Lemon  Jelly. —Two  cups  of  sugar, 
yolks  of  three  eggs,  juict^  of  two 
lemons.  Cook  till  thickened  by  set- 
ting in  boiling  water,  tln-n  aild  the 
well-beaten  whites  of  tiiree  eggs ;  spread 
between  the  layi-rs  of  the  «-ake,  and 
trim  otV  the  rough  edges. 

WvKFi.KS.— One  quart  of  flour,  one 
pint  of  sour  milk,  one  teaspoonful  of 
soda,  four  eggs,  a  piec<'  of  butter  the 
size  of  a  large  egg,  and  a  little  silt. 
Bake  in  waflle-irons.  Sour  eream  and 
less  butter  improve  them. 

French  C.^kk— Three  eggs,  one  and 
a  half  cups  of  flour,  one  cup  of  sngar, 
one  teaspoouful  of  baking  powtler,  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  c«dd  water;  bake  in 
two  pie-pans,  split  while  hot,  and 
sjn-ead  between  the  following  custard  : 
One-third  pint  sweet  milk,  one  table- 
spoonful  of  corn  starch  dissolved  in  a 
bit  of  the  milk,  one  egg  well  beaten  ; 
when  it  comes  to  a  boil  add  half  a  cup 
of  sugar,  one-fourth  cup  of  butter. 
Lemon  to  suit  the  taste. 

Salt  Pouk  Prr>DiNU.— Chop  verv  tine 
one  large  cupful  of  salt  pork  which  has 
soaked  in  milk  over  night.  Add  to  it 
one  cup  of  molasses,  with  a  teaspoon- 
ful of  saleratus  stirred  into  it.  Three- 
fourths  of  a  cup  of  sweet  milk ;  one 
cup  of  stoned  raisins  or  currants  ;  oiu? 
teaspoonful  each  of  ground  cinnamon, 
cloves,  and  nutmeg.  Add  flour  enough 
to  make  as  still"  as  a  berry  pmlding. 
Steam  in  a  cloth  or  boil  for  four  houi-s. 
For  a  sauce,  take  one  cup  «»!  white 
sugar  and  pour  over  it  the  same  quan- 
tity of  boiling  water  ;  when  nnltt'd, 
stir  in  two  well-beaten  eggs.  Flavor 
with  vanilla  »»r  lemon. 

To  Cook  Hick. — The  following  is  the 
method  recommended  by  the  French 
Academy  for  cooking  rice  during  the 
siege  of' Paris:  Take  one  cup  t»f  rice 
and  one-fourth  of  a  cup  of  wat««r  in  a 
saucepan,  cover,  and  place  over  a  good 
tire  ;  after  an  hour  the  water  will  be 
evaporated,  and  the  rice  cooketl  tender, 
but  dry,  with  grains  distinct,  not  in 
paste.  Sufficient  salt  shonld  be  added, 
in  the  first  i)lace,  and  care  should  be 
taken  not  to  disturb  the  rii-e  while 
cooking.  By  adding  a  little  butter, 
and  allowing  the  rice  to  dry  a  little 
more  over  a  gentle  fire,  a  nuue  delicate 
dish  is  prepared.  The  Bostcui  Medical 
Journal  says  that  rice  cooked  in  this 
manner,  which  is  the  same  as  that  em- 
ployed iu  the  East  Indies,  bears  the 
san'ie  relation  to  the  indigestible  paste 
of  the  New  England  kitchen  as  does 
bread  to  boiled  lloiir.
